~ BRITISH COMMONS FAVOR. 


REMOVAL OF EMBARGO . 


Government Likely: to Bring: In Bill 
to Give Effect to Wishes’ of ‘House 
—Measure Must Still Face Opposi- 
_tlon’ In House of Lords. ‘ 


The news that the British house of 
commons by a big majority has car- 
ried the resolution supporting the 
withdrawal. of theembargo against | 
Canadian cattle: importations. is apt 
to be construed as tantamount to the 
aetual Hfting of the embargo. That 
seems to be a mistake. The resolu- 
tion was merely an expression of op- 
injon invited by the government, but 
not even necessarily binding the 
government to definite action. 

Undoubtedly, however, a bill carry- 
{ng into effect the expressed opinion 
ef the house will be brought down, 
and inay be expected to pass in its 
various stages through the commons 
without difficulty, though an equally 
peaceful passage through the lords 
is not so certain. 


London, .July 25.—The house of 
commons, after having tTejected an 
amendment to the motion urging the 
removing of the embargo on the im- 
portation of Canadian store cattle, 
agreed to the bill without division. 
Canadian cattle up to the present 
have only been admitted into the 
country to be slaughtered at point 
of entry. The cabinet and the poll- 
tical parties were so divided on the 
question of removing the embargo 
that the government permitted the 
house to have a free ‘vote on the 
question. The vote rejecting the 
amendment was 247 to 171.

Red Deer Fair goes into history as 
a distinct success in many ways. Nev- 
er has there been the same generous 
response to the call for volunteer 
helpers. as has been the case _ this 
year, with the result that thie oper- 
ating expenses: have been reduced 
very considerably. The revenues 
from the dining hall and refreshment 
stands will ‘all go into the coffers of 
the’ Fair ‘this. year, and will help 
‘very materially to make the Fair a 
financial success. 

It is confidently expected that the 
1922 Fair will show a substantial sur- 
plus, the exact amount of which will 
not be known for a while till the 
accounts are all in. 

The live stock classes -were very 
well filled as evidenced by the fact 
that while the prize offerings have 
been very materially reduced, over 
$5100 will be paid out in the classes 
that come under the scope of the 
provincial government grant. On 
this amount the Society will be en- 
titled to the maximum grant of 
$3,000 provided for by the government. 

The attendance dropped slightly this 
year, the. gate receipts being $216.85 
less than last year. The grandstand 
receipts suffered more severely with 
a slump of $436.30 from last year’s 
total. 

The competition was keen In some 
of the livestock classes, where the 
quality was superb. It is doubtful 
{f there has ever been a finer parade 
of prize winning stock on the Red 
Deer grounds than was seen on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 
that there was not a much larger 
crowd present to see the parade. 

The midway fully upheld the pre- 
dictions expressed in the last issue 
of The News. [t was the best mid- 
way that has been seen here in re- 
cent years. The equipment was 
bright and attractive, but the crowd 
was not sufficient to cover the over- 
head incurred’ by Snapp Bros. in 
bringing their shows to Red Deer.

HREIGHT RATE: REDUCTIONS 

A summary of the reductions’. in’ 
freight rates provided for. “by. the 
dominion parliament ‘and dominion 
railway commission ‘has been made by 
Alfred Chard, Freight-Supervisor ‘of 
the provincial. government, for the in- 
formation of farmers and others. The 
summary is ‘as follows: | ; 

(1) Reductions on grain to Fort 
William and Port Arthur from points 


per 100°Ibs. reduction from all Alberta 
points. } 

(2) Seven and a half (734) reduc- 
tion in Eastern and: Western Canada 
on basic commodities; namely, forest 
products, building material, brick, 
cement, lime and plaster, potatoes, 
fertilizers (other than chemicals), 
ores, pig iron, blooms, Dillets, wire 
rods and scrap iron. In cases where 
above commodities have benefitted 
by decreases, not amounting to 744% 
they shall be reduced to that point, 
but if. they have been previously re- 
duced below, 744% they will remain 
as they are at present. 

On some of the commodities and 
in certain directions this means that 
no reduction will be.made and in 
other cases that the reduction will be 
less than 714%. . 

For example, thete will be no re- 
duction in rates on crushed stone, 
gravel and sand, or cordwood, as 
they are now back to level in effect 
September 12th, 1920. The rates on

THE FAIR 


In many respects the Red Deer Fair 
was an unqualified success. 
stock exhibits were excellent, with 
a larger percentage of local stock 
. than, usual. The ladies’ work and 
domestic exhibits were particularly 
good, bearing in mind that outside ex- 
hibitors “were barred from compe- 
tition in these departments this year. 
The Midway was the best that has 
visited Red Deer in recent years. The 
willingness with which the citizens 
co-operated with the Fair Board ,was 
commendable. The ladies especially 
deserve the heartiest commendation 
for the able manner’ in which they 
handled the dining room and refresh- 
ment stands. 

The attendance, however, was 
somewhat of a disappointment to the 
Directors. The receipts on Tuesday 
of the Fair were quite satisfactory, 
but the public seemed to regard the 
event.as a one-day Fair and acted 
accordingly. The receipts on Monday 
were very small, while Wednesday 
was only about a quarter of the mid- 
dle day. The gate receipts for the 
whole Fair showed a decrease of 
§216.85 from the total of last year. 
It was on the grandstand receipts 
that the slump was felt particularly, 
with a decrease of $436.30 from last 
year. 

It is becoming more and more evil: 
dent that the vaudeville grandstand 
attractions are not a strong drawing 
card at Fairs such as Red Deer has. 
It is remarkable what the booking 
agencies will palm off on unsuspect- 
ing directorates for the amount of 
money they demantk It has been the 
policy of the Western Canada Faire 


Association to contract for these so0-. 


called attractions for the entire Cir- 
cuit and Red Deer has been more or 
less at the mercy of the other Fairs 
on the Circuit. The time has come, 
however, for the local Board to take 
a strong stand on this matter, and 
unless there is something of more 
than ordinary merit available, the 
whole line of these attractions can 
be dispensed with very nicely. 

The Directors also have a problem 
to face in the matter of the Midway. 
Unless considerable effort is made 
‘ to maintain this as a three-day Fair, 
with a strong program of varied at- 
tractions, the visiting Midways are 
sure to incur heavy losses and more 
or less dissatisfaction is sure to re- 
sult. There are also a few details 
of the contract, such as the matter 
of power charges and_ refreshment 
booths, that will need to be settled 
in advance and not left to unfortunate 
arguments on the grounds, as was 
the case this year. Fairs, like’ other 
things, are passing through a period 
of transition, and since they depend 
on the public for their support, they 
must cater to the public demand and 
glve the kind of program that thé 
people will patronize. “Money is a 
little scarce this year, but the peo- 
ple seem to be able to find the money 
‘for something that appeals to them. 
They are more discriminating than 
“usual. 

It {s gratifying to know that the 
Directors have been able to hold 
their own at least this year in face 
of rather trying circumstances.

“All I have done, my lord; I have 
done for Ireland, and for, Ireland 
I am proud to die!” one. of them 
declared. On the lips of a martyr, 
or a man dying in a fair fight for a 
high patriotic cause, these would be 
heroic words. In the mouth of a 
man who shot down an unarmed man, 
giving him no chance to defend him- 
self, they betray the degenerate who 
uttered them. 

Thy bray of the ass that draped it- 
self in the lion’s skin disclosed the 
deception no more completely ‘than 
the words of these “heroes” uncover 
the cowards’ hearts. Their one‘ hope 
is that by appealing’ to the sentiment 
of the Irish people they can bring 
the cruel murder they committed 
into the category of political crimes, 
and so thwart the course of justice.

LACKING: IN CONFIDENCE 


In referring. to the Farmer__mem- 
bers being called together for a 
caucus, Captain Pearson said_ that 
was the government’s own affair, but 
it seemed to him that the Greenfield 
government ¢ither was afraid or was 
lacking in confidence in -its own 
judgment when-everything had to be 
setfled by caucus as had been done’ 
since it was first elected. : 

“While'a caucus may have-declded 
that a wheat board should be estab- 
lished,” he ‘said, “the members. of the 
house who were not called to that 
caucus may be able to settle ao good 
many points as-to how the wheat 
board shall operate, and just what 
from the legislation shall eventually: 
go to the lieut.governor for his con- 
sent.” 

Alderman Fred White, M.L.A., was 

more outspoken than Captain Pearson. 
“I think the principle of collective 
marketing is all right,” he remarked, 
“and it is to be hoped it will work 
out as satisfactory to the farmers as 
some anticipate, although conditions 
are somewhat changed since 1919. I 
am, however, disappointed in the 
manner in which the government has 
gone about the matter. The calling 
of a caucus is decidedly partisan. If 
Sifton had ‘undertaken to legislate 
in that way some few years ago, I 
think the organized movement gen- 
erally would have taken’ much excep- 
tion, It really _means preaching 
democracy and practising something 
else,” he said. 
’ R. C. Edwards, M.L.A., does not be- 
lieve the wheat board, at the present 
time, would. be valid from a legal 
point of view. He also strongty criti- 
cized the caucus methods of the gov- 
ernment.

Inhabitants of King’s -Cqunty In

Belfast, July 20.—-Atarming “ace 
‘counts ofthe situation in °.King’s 
county .reached Belfast in dispatches 
“recelved today ..Tullamore and Birr 
are. described as ina. pitiable plight, 
with.-thosge-of their’ inhabitants who 
are able to do so taking flight in fear 
of ‘starvation:: One party which vol- 
unteered to go from.: Tullamore ‘to 
some ‘of. the outlying villages’ to pro- 
cure food ‘and milk’ for the women 
and. children, were held up by the 
‘Republicaiis ‘on the. way back, -the 
messages étate, . and | _the supplies 
commandeered.” 

‘A new order has been issued at 
Tullamore that any motor car arriv- 
ing in the town must.be kept for 
military purposes and, according to 
‘the Belfast Telegraph correspondent, 
all males from 14 years upwards in 
the region between Tullamore and 
Birr are being congcripted. A large 
section of the conscripts, however, 
{6 reported to have deserted and join- 
ed the national forces. 

The Republicans. hold the Tulla- 
more postoffice and no old age pen- 
sions have been paid or letters de- 
livered for more than a fortnight. 

The military barracks-at Birr, held 
by the Republicans, forms their 
headquarters in the midlands, and 
the postoffice, court house and other 
public buildings there ‘have Deen 
taken over. All roads leading to the 
town are guarded and _ barricaded 
with sandbags, while trees have been 
cut down and trenches dug for fur- 
ther obstructions. 

Several of the stores ‘have posted 

notices reading: ‘Provisions sold 
out.” 
: The Irish army bulletin for this 
afternoon says that it is reported the 
irregulars retreated from Tullamore 
at 4 o’clock this morning after burn- 
Ing. the barracks, the coutr house and 
the jail. They left in several lorries 
in different directions.

BY FIRE APPALLING ’ 


Enough Canadian Timber Is Burned 
Thle Year to Build 100,000 Homes. | 


’ Ottawa, July 25—As a national 


disaster the loss of the parliament |. 


buildings by fire was trifling com- 
pared with this season’s deVastation 
of the Canadian forests, Robson 
Black, manager of the Canadian For. 
estry Association, stated today. “On 
a conservative estimate,” he added, 
“the Dominion’s forest fire losses this 
year, so far, ‘haye robbed the: people 
of more timber than would be suffi- 
cient to build 100,000 comfortable 
homes.” 

Mr. Black declared that the lumber 
bill of every Canadian was being 
steadily raised by forest fires, The 
annual plague of burning forests con- 
stitutes the heaviest income tax that. 
the ordinary citizen has to face. It 
cannot be too often stressed that 
every forest flre must be paid for.: 
The people of Canada own 85 per 
cent. of the forest lands in the Do- 
minion and for every dollar that a 
private owner loses through fire, the
